President of Columbia 
Outlines His Position on 
Prohibition in Open Let- 
ter to Borah. 


New York, February 9.—(4)—Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia university, today advocated 
that the republican party officially 
declare itself for the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and the Vol- 
stead act. He also accepted the chal- 
lenge of Senator Borah, of Idah». to 
carry the prohibition issue to the 
voters in advance of the 1928 presi- 
dential election. 

Replying to an open letter from 
Senator Borah, Dr. Butler said: 

“T am in favor specifically and defi- 
nitely of the repeal both of the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Volstead 
act. It would make me very glad to 
have the republican party, to which I 
have given such service as T am eapa- 


ble since early manhoud, take that 
position. 


Butler Gives Reason. 

“It would thereby place itself once 
more at the head of a great movement 
to conserve the federal form of gov- 
ernment established by the constitu- 
tion, to defend that local self-govern- 
ment on which our whole social and 
political structure has rested, and to 
accomplish by effective and practical 
means the total abolition of the pri- 
vate traffic in intoxicating liquors, 
the discontinuance of the saloon, and 
the promotion of true temperance, 
without at the same time invading 
and restricting the just, civil and po- 
litical liberties: of the individual. 

“In my judgment this can be done. 
This is the position which I am pre- 
pared to defend before such part of 
the public as will listen. 

“To your second question, I answer 
that I should not oppose the repub- 
lican party pledging itself specifically 
to the upholding and enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment so long as 
that amendment remains a part of 
the constitution, provided that the 
declaration be so drawn as to make 
it plain that this enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment is always and 
everywhere to be accompanied by the 
like enforcement of the other provi- 
sions of the constitution, including 
particularly those contained in the 
first ten amendments, which consti- 
tute our national bill of rights.” 

Prevent “Double Jeopardy.” 

Dr. Butler said such a pledge would 
not include enactment of state en- 
forcement codes unless congress first 
would take action to prevent “double 
jeopardy” under state and federal 
laws.

Managua, Nicaragua, February 9.— 
While the city is rejoicing over the 
government victory. recapturing Chin- 
endega, a rumor from Chinendega was 
to the effect that Ricardo Lopez Cal- 
lanos, minister of government and ec- 
tual cabinet chairman, was killed by 
liberals. Senor Callanos’ home in 
Chinendega was burned to the ground 
and his whereabouts are unknown. 

There was hand-to-hand fighting in 
Chinendega throughout the day. Hun- 
dreds were killed and wounded on 
both sides while the hospitals in Mana- 


gua are overcrowded. President Diaz 
admits 150 troops were killed and 200 
wounded on the conservative side. 
The battlefield is a scene of deso- 
lation. -Buildings everywhere in Nic- 
aragua’s third city are destroyéd. The 
Tribune Press service correspondent 
accompanied government troops this 
afternoon to the scene of battle, where 
I witnessed youths of 12 or 13 years 
of age carrying out-of-date rifles, con- 
scripted from farms and from stores, 
battling under the Diaz colors against 
their brothers holding Chinendega. 


DIAZ WILL STEP ASIDE, 
IF U. S. WISHES. 

Managua, Nicaragua, February 9.— 
(/)—President Diaz, head of the con- 
servative government, declared to The 
Associated Press staff correspondent 
today he was ready to give way to 
sameone else, if-that seemed best to 
the United States. 

“My interests, hopes and ambi- 
tions,” he said, “are only for Nieca- 
ragua, peace and progress, and the 
friendship of the United States. If 
the United States should think bet 
that we give way to someone else as a 
means of furthering the best interests 
of Niciragua, I shoulc do so immedi- 
ately, 

“So long as I am president, and un- 
der subsequent administrations, I think 
the United States marines should re- 
main in Nicaragua. This is the only 
mean sof preventing revolutions and 
guaranteeing uninterrupted progress of 
the coast-to-coast railroad which I 
planned, paved highways, educational 
systems allowing the Niciraguans to 
realize their natural physical advan- 
tages, and possibilities of development 
during peace time. 

“IT always opposed removing the 
marines from Nicaragua, and I wel- 
come their return to aid our nation.”

Memories of McAdoo. 

Iu the spring of 1864 when Williain 
Gibbs McAdoo, Jr., was around six 
months of age, his mother brought him 
to our family home in Macon. She 
was fleeing from his birthplace slightly 
west of Marietta, in Cobb county, be- 
cause of the steady approach of the 
federal army. His father and mine, 
from early boyhoods, had been to each 
other as Damon and Pythias—school- 
mates, college pals, roommates, soldier 
buddies in the Mexican war, fellow- 
citizens in Knoxville, and then were 
officers in the Confederate army under 
General Joe Johnston. So it was 
natural for the McAdoo refugees to 
come under our rooftree. 

“Bill” was a squally kid and when 
his mother and mine went about visit- 
ing friends, or shopping, or helping at 
the soldier hospitals, it fell to me io 
take care of and entertain the fussy 
kid. I had a little home-made red 
wagon that I would pack “Bill” in and 
eart him through the sandy stretch 2s 
of Fourth street and the green plots of 
the old courthouse square. 

Of course in those times my boyish 
brain could not dream that that blink- 
ing boylet in the wagan would one 
day build_a tunnel under the Hudson 
river, manage the treasury of a greater 
United States, be czar of all the rail- 
roads of a continent and loom in the 
nation’s ¢ye as a powerful contender 
for the presidency of the republic!

A quarter of - page in a New York 
newspaper, the other morning, was de- 
voted to an exploitation of a certain 
brand of cigarette, the appeal being 
based on the supposedly written dec- 
laration of dear old Mme. Schumann- 
Heink that she indulged a predilection 
for that particular brand of “‘pill.’’ 

It's the first ad we've seen in which 
© woman is used as a “come-on” for 
the sale of “gaspers.”” There exists 
still, in some quarters, a prejudice 
against women smoking, and the cig- 
arette men have been most careful 
in not trending on anyone's toes in 
this respect. 

Contrary to the average advertise- 
ment of this character, Mme. Sehu- 
mann-Heink is not shown puffing at 
the “little white slaver.” There's a 
big circle at the top of the ad in 
which is plastered the old opera sing- 
er’s head. It would have Jooked in- 
eongruous to have had a “coffin 
tack” drooping from her lips. Some- 
how or other, a tew of us find it 
hard to associate grandma with cig- 
arettes. 

Past all that, the brand of cigarettes 
Schumann-Heink smokes means abso- 
lutely nothing in our young lives. As 
a warbler she is a grand, dazzling, 
three-cornered success: but in the last

The advertising man today proceeds 
on the assumption that fashion makes 


of all. 

Must we take mustard on oar sand- 
wich because Schumann-Heink takea 
mustard on hers? Just because she car 
open her mouth and utter sweet 
sounds, must we, for that reason and 


that slips from her moist grasp in 
the bathtub? 
If the advertising man appeals to 


mann-Heink buys them, why cannot 
the same argument be carried out in 
everything else from underwear te) 
coffee? | 

That's the rottenest sales argument! 
on earth—vou do it because someone 
else dors it. 

A man smokes a certain brand of 
cigarette, drinks a particular brand 
of coffee, reads one newspaper be-- 


cause something in that single product 
appeals to his individual taste and 
fancy—not because John Smith or 
Jimmy Jones does it. 

So far as cigarettes go they are 
characteristic of the nervous tension 
under which we live. A cigarette is an 
hysterical smoke. It’s short and quick. . 
It burns itself up in much the same 
fashion that the average man burns 
himself up today. And like the average 
man, when a cigarette is half through, 
it’s practically finished. 

Cigarette smokers don’t change their 


brand because they particularly want 
to. They change in a futile effort to 
find a cigarette worth smoking. The 
“popular’’ cigarette does not “satis- 
fy.” The advertising man says. it 
“satisfies,”” but the smoker knows the 
advertising man lies. Instead of satis- 
fying. all it does is create a longing 
for an ideal that is never attained.

Joint Meeting To Consider 


Course of Action Toward 


Big Minor Loops Will Be Held in New 
York During Summer. 


New York, February 9.—(AP)—The possibility that the major 
league may cut off relations entirely with the three class “AA” minor 
leagues—Amierican association, International and Pacific Coast—loomed 
today as a Sequel to the present revival of the draft controversy. 


To consider what course they will 
take and as evidence of the gravity 
with which they regard the situation, 


a joint meeting of the American an 
National league club owners will be 
held in June, probably in New York. 
This was agreed upor today at a ses- 
sion of the joint “steering commit- 
tee’ of the two leagues at the offices 
of John A. Heyden president of the 
National league. 

The fresh crisis in the major-minor 
league affairs has been brought about 
by the rejection of the proposed new 
draft agreement by the International 
and Pacific Coast circuits. The Amer- 
ican association is expected to adopt 
the same attitude while the Western 
league, a class A circuit, also has re- 
jected the plan. 

The proposed new agreement, which 
was drawn wp at a conference in 
French Lick. Ind., recently, called for 
restoration of the “universal draft” in 
the big minor leagues with a provision 
that the price for selected players te 
increased from $5,000 to $7,500. it 
would apply generally to a minor 
league club’s personnel, with, some 
restrictions, whereas the present ee- 
lective svstem, known as the “modi- 
fied draft,” permits major league clubs 
to recall enly players who have had 
previous major league experience. 

Minor league opposition to the res- 
to ation of the full draft scheme is 
based upon tie idea it would destroy 
the opportunities to sell stars devel- 
oped in the “bushes’ for fancy prices, 
These prices have soared to $100,000 
and more in numerous instances, 

While club owners meeting today did 
not disclose what course will be taken, 
it was indicated that further effort 
tov-ard compromise with the class AA 
leagues is unlikely.

Among the pictures on the walls is a 
striking portrait of Abdul Hamid, sul- 
tan of Turkey at the time that Gen- 
eral Wallace was minister to that 
country. The visitor is surprised ta 
learn that the portrait was painted 
by General Wallace himself. a 
table nearby is a beautifully made vio- 
lin case of wood, which was fash- 
joned by the general’s own hand, and 
the instrument within was played 
upon, with no little skill, .by the 
general himself, 

These additional artistic accomplish- 
ments of General Wallace are surpris- 
iug to the visitor, since no mention is 
made of them in the biographies of 
the man. He was, indeed, a genius

Panicky Conditions Prevail in 
Rails as Wheeling & Lake 
Erie Collapse Starts Prices 
Crumbling. 


New York, February 9.-—Panicky 
conditions existed today in the mar- 
ket for low priced rails when Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie which sold yester- 


day at 1301-4 in its climb from be- 
low 30, opens* at 105 and dropped to 
663-4 around noon causing a flood 
of selling orders in the low priced 
rails that have recently been advanc- 
ing wildly causing breaks ofa point 
or, more between sales. Prices in 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, Western 
Maryland, Wabash, New TIfaven, 
Great Western, Alton and other low 
priced rails crumbled away even fast- 
er than these prices recently .dvanced. 
Evidence in the collapse of W. and 
L. E. that the corner in that stock 
had been broken starteu the selling in 
low priced rails with specialists in 
these stocks refusing to accept stop- 
loss orders except at the risk of the 
trader. 

Much talk was heard of private 
settlements having taken place with 
traders who remained short of W. and 
L. E. despite the corner. Rumors \.ere 
also heard that the stock exchange 
had succeeded in efforts to have W. 
and L. E. preferred accepted as a good 
delivery for the common stock until 
common stock is available for the con- 
version of the preferred into the com- 
mon. Despite these widely circulated 
rumors, however, there are good rea- 
sons for believing t::: the collapse in 
W. and L. E. that brought about the 
violent decline in the so-called low 
priced rails, resulted merely from a 
collapse in the corner in Wheeling 
and Lake Erie from its own weight. 

Sharp Declines Noted. 

Some sharp declines occurred in 
seasoned dividend paying rails and in 
good industrial stocks but the com- 
parative strength displayed by such 
stocks in the face of the collapse in 
low priced rails was remarkable. This 
was due tot fa ° that in all of the 
recent excitement in low priced rails 
the seasoned dividend paying railroad 
stocks and industrials marked time. 

Wheeling & Lake Erie around the 
close of the first hour suddenly drop- 
ped from its opening price of 105 to 
84 with the rest of the market very 
excited and the tape then 12 min- 
utes behind transactions on the stock 
exchange floor. From that time on 
the market became more active and 
more excited until panicky conditions 
followed a break in Western 
Maryland around noon from 39 to 25 
within less than 15 minutes. Fearing 
that what had happened first in 
Wheeling & Lake Erie and then in 
Western Maryland might happen im 
other stocks, individual traders and 
pools operating in the low priced rails 
put in a flood of- selling orders “at 
‘the market” offer it was learned that 
“specialists were refusing to accept 
stop-loss orders. 

By 1 o'clock the ticker had not 
only ranted up with the trading on the 
stock exchange floor but for long 
stretches remained silent, indicating 
that dazed speculators were trying to 
find out where they stood as a result 
of the sudden and violent collapse in 
prices. 

Wild Rumors Prevail. 

When the wild speculation in low 
priced rails started after Wheeling & 
Lake Erie began to climb as a result 
of urgent buying on the part of those 
short of the stock the lower appear- 
ance of a railroad stock was the more 
it seemed to appeal to speculators 
for the rise. This speculation in the 
low priced rails was based on merger 
rumors. Lowever, for the past few 
days rumors of all sorts have been 
widely circulated, New Haven for 


” 


example, ° advancing from 41 5-8 to 


year and for the past 10 years on re- 
port that a dividend was going to 
be declared in the wet near future. 
There is no question but that New 
Haven is doing better in the matter 
of earnings.

short in the face of this carefully con- 
cealed buying, were trapped in a cor- 
ner, nevertheless, the stock market 
end of the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
story is now attracting the most at- 
tention. 

It is possible, however, that in the 
future the stock market end of W. 
and L. E. will be greatly overshadow- 
ed by the developments which occurr- 
ed in the eastern trunk line situation 
primarily responsible for the stock 
market story in Wheeling and Lake 
Erie. In other words it is highly 
important Wall street history may be 
repeated.

The laws of quite a number of 


states specify in great detail the 
kinds of securities in which savings 
bank and trust funds may be invested. 
Bonds that come within these statu- 
tory provisions are known as “legals.” 

The object of these statutory restric- 
tions is, ostensibly, to insure a high 
degree of safety and to exclude from 
fe investment accounts of savings 
| banks and trustees every element of 
speculation and risk possible. 

It would seem at first thought, in 
view of the provisions of the various 
iawn that legal investments as a 
class offer a very high degree of safe- 
ty. That is perfectly true of these 
investments as a class, but it is like- 
wise true that the mere fact that a 
particular bond is a legal investment 
for savings banks and trust funds is 
not an all-sufficient recommendation. 


ing investments by savings banks and 
trustees lack uniformity. The same 
security may be a legal investment in 
one state and not in another. Again, 
because the provisions of these laws 
must be of necessity general rather 
than specific, these legal classifica- 
tions sometimes admit bonds of. only 
a fair rating and sometimes exclude 
bonds of the highest grade. Further, 
the fact that a security is a legal 
investment today does not give it a 
guaranty of future investment value. 
It is not unusual to find bonds classed 
as legal investments selling on a high- 
yield basis, indicating plainly that, in 
the judgment of investors, they are no 
longer regarded as bonds of the high- 
est class. 

Investors should be warned against 
the mistake of relying implicitly on 
the fact that some law approves a 
bond as legal for savings banks and 
trust funds. Investment values are too 
varied and too dependent upon widely 
different relationships to he deter- 
mined by arbitrary laws. There are 
many bonds not qualified as “legals’ 
that are superior to a number of in- 
vestments that conform to statutory 
provisions. This is just added proof 
that there ts no ready-made substitute 
for a careful analysis of a particular 
security in the determination of its 
value as a safety zone for dollars.

WHEELING STOCK 
HITS TOBOGGAN 


BY EARL J. JOHNSON 

New York, February 9.—( United 
News.)—Crashing suddenly to a low 
of $65.75 after the most sensational 
Wall street boom in 25 years, common 
stock of the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
railroad has returned to a semblance 
of normalcy and the financial world 
has turned to a consideration of the 
back-stage maneuvering which caused 
the flurry. 

The most immediate result of che 
wild trading of the last few days— 
now that a temporary halt has been 
called—is the dashing of one mans 
dream after years of struggle for 
transportation supremacy and the tri- 
umph of four men who fought their 
way up from humble beginning to the 
Algeresque pinnacle of success. 

Millions Involved. 

Although the boom in Wheeling 
stock involved millions of dollers, it 
was more than a_ great financial 
coup. It marked the end of at least 
one round in a battle of personalities 


and high finance, with the “school- 
master” of American transportation, 
shaggy-headed L. F. Loree, the loser. 

The victors, O. P. and M. J. Van 
Sweringen, of the Nickel Plate; Dan- 
iel Willard, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Patrick Crowley, of the 
New York Central, started their ca- 
reers as newsboys, trackwalkers and 
firemen. It is only a coincidence, per- 
haps, that in the end they won out 
over the college-trained Loree, who 
was schooled for years in economics 
and high finance before he came into 
control of the Kansas City and South- 
ern and the Delaware and Hudson 
railroads.
